THERE are many ways in which to learn 
photography, and the one you choose should 

depend mainly upon what use you plan to 
make of it. A school of photography has the 
advantage of expert instructors who will help 
the student to develop his professional skill and 
technique. Or, if you should wish to acquire real 
skill in a specialized branch of photography, you 
might wish to serve an apprenticeship under 
some well-known professional. Incidentally, 
many of the best cameramen in the commercial 
field today started as assistants in some studio. 

Most of the facts and material discussed in 
CAMERA CUES, however, will be presented 
for those who wish to teach themselves. The 
reader can supplement these brief lessons, if he 
wishes, by taking advantage of local camera 
club lectures, and short courses. But, remember, 
that good results will depend on your ability to 
dig out and apply all the information you will 
acquire from many sources. Your local library 
will make authoritative books on the subject 
available to you. If there is any particular as- 
pect of photography, such as flash photography, 
portraiture, or color photography, that interests 



you especially, read everything you can find on 
that subject. 

One of the most important available sources 
for learning the finer points of photography is 
the exhibition gallery. Camera clubs, photo sup- 
ply stores, art galleries, and museums display 
the finest camera work. A concentrated study of 
good pictures will teach you to set a high stand- 
ard for your own work Every time you get a 
chance, go to see— and study— the pictures on 
display in these places. 

Never be afraid to show your pictures to 
someone who knows photography. The construc- 
tive criticism offered by experts will be a great 
help to the amateur photographer, Don't permit 
yourself to be offended when they point out 
your mistakes, but listen, learn, and apply this 
new knowledge to your next set of prints. 
Camera magazines are an excellent source for 
the study of the best pictures. They are also 
available for criticism of your own work. It you 
aren't sure where your mistakes are being made, 
submit some of your pictures to their editors 
and they will give you competent advice on how 
to improve your work. 



EQUIPMENT

'HAT camera shall I use?" is a ques- 
tion frequently asked by the begin- 
ner. There is no ready 'answer to 
that, except that a small roll film camera is the 
easiest and most inexpensive to operate. The 
fact remains that new and used cameras are 
hard to obtain, but that does not mean you have 
to give up your hobby. Chances are that an old 
discarded family camera can be put into service 
after a thorough check-up. The question of ob- 
taining film is still a vital one, and the only way 
around the situation is to make good use of what

film you can get Make every exposure count 
But whatever camera you do use, don't take 
any pictures with it until you are quite thor- 
oughly familiar with the various parts of it... 
th» shutter, the lens (diaphragm) openings, the 
focusing device and the proper way to open and 
clqse the camera. Never force anything on a 
camera! 

If you are starting your hobby now, do so 
with simple tools, so that your interest will not 
be confused by complicated mechanical require- 
ments. Be sure you know all there is to learn 
about the equipment you have on hand. Pho- 
tographers, not cameras, make good pictures! 
You will find it much easier to take a good pic- 
ture with a camera you know how to use under 
all conditions, than to photograph the same sub- 
ject with unfamiliar equipment. 

A simple demonstration will help you to de- 
termine the limits of your equipment, and to 
find the depth of focus for your camera ' lens. 
Take three squares of white cardboard and mark 
the numbers 5. 10. and 15. one on each card. 
Set your camera down on the ground and pace 
off five feet from it. Place the card marked with 
a 5 at this point Measure another five feet from 
this first point and set down the card marked 10. 
Five feet beyond that, the card marked 15. The 
markers should be in a direct line with your 
camera and should be propped up off the ground. 
Experiment by taking pictures of these markers, 
noting the results of all experiments in a log- 
book for future reference. A comparison of the 
developed prints will show at what distance* 
you will get the best results. 

METHOD 

SEVENTY-FIVE percent of the picture fail- 
ures encountered by amateurs are caused 
by a movement of the camera at the time 
the picture is being snapped. If your camera is 
the type that must be held to the eye, be sure to 
secure a three-point base of support— the fore- 
head, one cheekbone, and the chin. To hold the 
camera absolutely steady during an exposure, 
use the palm of your left hand as a foundation 
for the bed of the camera. You might also hold 
your breath at the moment of taking the picture 
to further minimize movement If you plan to 
take a picture that calls for an exposure longer 
than 1/ 25th of a second, don't attempt to hold 
the camera still for that length of time. Instead, 
rest it on a tripod or some other immovable 
object. 

If the camera is not held absolutely still dur- 
ing <he instant of exposure when the shutter is 



clicked, the image on the film will be blurred. 
In many respects, the "old-fashioned" method 
of holding a camera is the best That is, to hold 
it close to your chest, supported underneath by 
the palm of one hand while the other clicks the 
shutter. However, you will have to watch your 
breathing with this method of holding, too. A 
hearty laugh at the moment of exposure would 
be disastrous. 

When you really want to be sure to get wire- 
sharp results, use a tripod for your camera. With 
speeds of 1 /25th of a second or slower, a tripod 
base almost becomes a necessity. If you are 
going to buy one, see that it is the solid, rigid, 
variety that will give you good camera support 
Even though you may think you can hold your 
camera steady, the slight movement of your 
finger tripping the shutter becomes apparent at 
the slower shutter speeds. This will show up 
when your negatives are printed, and particu- 
larly if you should wish to make enlargements 
of your pictures. 

RECORDS 

IF you would Jike to develop and print your 
own pictures, but feel that you lack the room, 
remember that it doesn't take an elaborate 
darkroom set-up. Almost any bathroom, kitchen, 
or large closet can be made suitable. Be sure, 
though, to follow the manufacturer's instruc- 
tions on the labels of the various preparations 
used, if you expect to get the best results. More 
important, always keep a written record of tem- 
peratures, mixtures, and time. Develop and 
print your pictures, or have them done, as soon 
as possible after taking them. 
, It may sound foolish to the beginner to advise 
him that he should keep an accurate record for 
each picture he takes and develops But, a rec- 
ord of this kind will enable you to find your own 
mistakes. More often than not, it will help you 
to point your finger directly at whatever troubles 
you. In this way, you can eliminate most of the 
'hit and miss" bottlenecks that keep amateurs 
from getting steadily better results Also, and 
more important, it will acquaint you with the 
idiosyncracies of your own camera equipment. 
For cameras, like cars or any other mechanical 
devices, have individual faults and good points 
which are in no way similar to those of other 
cameras of the same make.
